HIGH CLEARANCE CULTIVATOR. Heavy Minneapolis-Moline tractor redesigned and adapted for 
high clearance cultivating. The maching cultivates two rows at a time and has a clearance of about 
5% feet. This practically eliminates cultivator damage in the larger fruit tree blocks and in blocks 
of young shade trees and other large material. 
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IMPROVED KELLY DIGGER. We greatly favor the use of a Kelly side digger mounted on a large 
tractor for the digging of light material. This digger is equipped with a two-way hydraulic ram which 
does a fine job of lifting digger blade and putting it into the ground. 


NEW CATERPILLAR TRACTOR DIGGER. The Caterpillar is a D-4 Model. The digger blade is 
mounted on front with a hydraulic lift and when this picture was taken was digging to the depth of 
about 25 inches. The trees are cut, passed through a protected funnel under the tractor and are 
ready to be lifted out. The digger blade is followed by an oscillating lifter which lifts up the 
plant and ‘at the same time shakes a great deal of the dirt free from the roots. This equipment is 
Narrow enough so it can easily dig 42 inch single rows.
